NOT A CIVIC RESPONSIBILITY. 


Trustee Crang wants the city to’ bonus the 
Provincial Government to keep the normal school 
running in this city. That is about an absurd 
proposal. If the normal school is needed the Gov- 
ernment should maintain it, and of course would 
da so if there were not a surplus of teachers in 
prospect and likely to be for the future. If the 
school is not needed the taxpayers of the city 
certainly are no more able to support it than the 
Government is. 


LET IT BE SOON 


Commissioner Yorath announces that all the 
cinder walks in the city are to be covered with a 
surfacing material. That is welcome news, and 
vill be received with unanimous approval by all 
concerned. The cinder walk has served when 
nothing else could be got. But as a solution to 
the sidewalk problem it is not a success, unless 
coated with something to keep the cinders out 
of people’s eyes and the dust from blowing into 
every door and window. 


TAKING TIME BY THE FORELOCK. 

Mr. H. W. Wood wants the Provincial Govern- 
ment to get some advice from Mr. Sapiro on the 
subject of co-operative marketing by farmers. 
That may be advisable if and when the farmers 
decide to go in for co-operative marketing. But 
one thing at a time please. Have we not plans 
now under way to set up a compulsory wheat 
board? If the board is set up the farmers will not 
oe allowed to co-operate with his neighbors in 
marketing his wheat even if he wants to and 
though a dozen Sapiro’s said it would be a good 
plan. The board will just take over his wheat, 
pay him what it pleases, and do what it sees fit 
with the grain. Can it be that Henry Wise agrees 
with Mr. Boyle that the wheat board is only an 
imaginary project, and that he wants to get the 
farmers talking about co-operative marketing so 
they will forget to get mad when the wheat board 
does not materialize? 


TIME FOR AN ELECTION. 
Premeir Drury has had to drop his redistribu- 
tion bill, owing to persistent opposition in the 
Legislature. The Government in that Province 
seems to have got to the place where it cannot 
govern. Though it was given a vote of confidence 
in the house a few days ago that may mean much 
or little. Ministers who have fallen into difficul- 
ties are sometimes saved the humiliation of defeat 
because their disaffected followers do not dare to 
give them the ‘‘coup de grace.’’ Certainly if the 
Drury Government felt that it retained the sup- 
port of any considerable majority in the Legisla- 
ture it is hardly the Government to allow a hand- 
ful of oppositionists to thwart its plans and force 
it to drop its pet hobby of ‘‘proportional represen- 
tation.’’ The inference is that the Government has 
ubandoned the measures because it doubted whe- 
ther it could be carried. When that situation 
urises the sooner the electors are given a chance 
to say who they want to govern them, and on 
what lines the begter the public are served. 


ANOTHER SECESSIONIST HEARD FROM. 
The leader of the Opposition in Nova Stotia 
wants that Province to shift itself out of Confed- 
eration and set up a separate national establish- 
ment. That is refreshing news in one way at 
least. The suggestion comes from the eastern 
provinces, and cannot be proclaimed in the To- 
ronto papers as proof that Western Canada is 
populated by ‘‘Austrians’’ and other disloyal 
aliens. As for the proposal itself, it has 
20 prospects of success. It is based upon a de- 
mand that the National railways should be run 
so as to penalize the traffic of all Canada unless 
it flows through the ports in the maritime prov- 
inces.

ing any proposal, under the terms of the Direct 

Legislation Act are surely entitled to expect that 

they will be dealt with honorably. And thi long | 
and short of it is that under the present plan the | 
people who circulated and who signed this peti- 

tion are not being given a square deal. They com. 

plied with the law at considerable trouble and | 
expense, only to find that the Government will | 
not comply with it, but proposes to radically 
change the law to their disadvantage. What they 
are asking for, and whether it is in the public 
interests to grant it, are not questions with which 
the members of the Legislature are free to deal. 
The Legislature is not a law-making body when 
and where the Direct Legislation Act is invoked. 
In enacting that measure the members deliber- 
ately delegated their law-making power and re-| 
sponsibilities to the voters, in respect to any 
matter which is the subject of a sufficiently signed 
petition for a referendum. If the act is to be| 
continued it ought to be lived up to. To hold that 
the Act compels the taking of a plebiscite, but 
that the Legislature is free to take the plebiscite 
on any question or questions it pleases, is neither 
candid nor sensible. 

If it is right for the Legislature under the cir- 
cumstances to nullify the plain terms of the 
Direct Legislation Act, it is equally within the 
rights of the Legislature to wipe that piece of 
legislative absurdity off the statute books alto- 
gether and resume its functions as the law-making 
body of the Province. And if of their own motion 
members of the house are at liberty to set aside 
some provisions of the Act and to take the plebis- 
cite on any question or questions they see fit to 
submit, it is equally within their proper powers 
to say that the vote shall not be taken until the 
next provincial election is held; and the taxpay- 
ers thus saved the tidy sum of 225,000 which 
they haven’t got. To penalize the taxpayers for 
the cost of a referendum on questions which no- 
body ‘thas asked to have submitted is as plainly an 
injustice to them as it is to the parties who pre- 
pared the ‘‘beer petition’’ in expectation that it 
would be treated as the Act said it would be 
treated. 

The main issue before the Legislature is not 
whether a plebiscite shall be taken, or what ques- 
tions shall be placed on the ballot paper. The 
Direct Legislation Act settles both those points, 
What the legislators have to decide is whether }f 
they are going to keep faith with the public and 
implement the undertakings they have unwisely 
written into the statute book,

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OHAPTER IV

Wit 
the fur traders, the fishing industry 
possibly did more than any other 
to open up the northern section of 
the continent; first the Labrador, 
then the Great Lakes, the Manitoba 
waters, and now Alberta, with, in 
the future, the Certainty that the 
Territories will follow suit, 

In our own province the lives uf 
the first inhabitants and later gen- 
erations of immigrants have bean 
connected directly with the lake fish, 
says Colonel Willson, and even now 
{t is impossibie to compute the 
quantity which Alberta possesses— 
it lg practically unlimited. «.ter 
many years of effort on the part o} 
the various fish companies the Inv 
dustry is now stabilized; Alberta 
whitefish is known and appreciated 
all over the continent, and Gie fut. 
ure of the trade is only bounded by 
the energy which is dispiayea in ise 
exploitation. 

Even eo far afield and distant 
frome oastal waters, the jmajority 
of the professional fishermen iu Al- 
berta are those bred to the oalling, 
says Colonel Willson, and take 
them by and large they are a fine 
class, They come from Nova Scotia, 
the Great Lakea, Manitoba waters 
and from Iceland, Norway and the 
Scottish ccoasts; their fathers and 
grandfathers before them were fish- 
ermen, and located as they are it fs 
likely that future generations will 
also grow up in this ancient trade. 
Roughly they are divided into two 
classes, those who fish the entire 
year round, and the farmer-fisher- 
man, who works his land in the open 
season and goes on the fishing ice 
for the winter. 

Of the three huge lakes to the 
north of us, not much {s known n 
the piscatorial sense, of the Great 
Bear and the Great Slave, but that 
they abound in fish, but of Lake 
Athabasca there is some little know- 
ledge.

Dear Children of The Bulletin's Aladdin Club—Long ago, 
in what they called ‘‘the good old times,’’ men were made 
citizens in different ways. Women never were citizens, but 
wome are now. 

Men were made citizens by purchase. That is to say, they 
bought citizenship, much as we buy houses or motor cars, only 
they had to pay spot cash, There was no such thing as 
‘‘charging”’ it up in a pass book, or paying by a promissory 
note, 

Other men were made citizens because they had served 
in the army. This is what they received instead of a pension, 
Some got it through powerful friends who were in the gov- 
ernment, for citizenship, like kissing, seemed to go by favor, 
This is something that never could happen on our dey and 
generation. 

Others got citizenship by what they called “manumis- 
sion.’’ This is a big term for boys and girls, but it meant, 
briefly, that when a man was released from slavery he might 
become a citfzen, 

If you were fortunate enough to be e citizen you could 
not be imprisoned without a formal trial; you could not be 
scourged; and you could appeal to the Emperor for justice. 
Nowadays most grown folk have all these privileges but be 
cause citizenship is #0 common they do not value them as

Schoellkopf and Miss King; in the 
latter case it came from New 
Brunswick, ecene of the Hall-Mills 
“nurders; and two men connected 
with the Gchoelikopf case are sali to 
have stayed later at the same New 
Brunswick hotel which employed a 
man who disappeared from the 
apartment house where Miss King 
ved. 

Another coincidence te that Nell- 
@on Odcott ts counsel for Mitchell, 
whose letters to Dorothy King are 
believed to have been sought by 
blackmaiiers; and his father, Wil- 
Yam M. K. Olcott, former district 
attorney, admits he was consulted 
hy the Hall family in the New 
Brunswick double murder and is 
regaréed as the “brains” that di- 
rected the attitude of the Hall 
family. 

“T have haf a theory that the 
game gang of blackmatiers might 
have been involved in other crimes 
previous to the King murder,” said 
Assistant District Attorney Ferdin- 
and Peoora. 

Pinkerton detectives gay biack- 
mailing of wealthy men and women 
has become one of the greatest 
crime menaces. Most of the cases, 
they say, never come to Hght al- 
though eeveral months ago com- 
plaint was made to the district at- 
torney’s office thet blackmatiers had 
deen active against many New York 
society women. -

Albert Hagar Recalls Old Days in Legis- 
~ Jature—Tells of Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier’s Maiden Speech. hi 


© the present generation the name of Sher. 

iff Albert Hagar, ex-M.P., of Plantagenet, 

Ont., 1s probably not a familiar one but 

to those whose memories carry them back to 

the pioneer days of fifty and sixty years ago, {t 

wil) have a double significance. In addition to 

being the sheriff of Prescott County for 36 years 

end a member of the Provincial Legislature Mr. 

Hagar is the only surviving member of Canada's 
first parliament of 1867. 

Mr. Hagar, who recently celebrated his 
¢ nineiy-sixth birthday, first became interested tn 
politics in 1867 as an Independent. In announc- 
ing his candidature for the House, dated at 
Plantagenet, July, 1867, Mr. Hagar stated, re- 
ferring to the “new dominion.” 1 consider it 
the duty of every good citizen—every well- 
wisher of his country—not only to give it a fair 
and impartial trial, but also, to the extent of his 
ability, and the opportunity afforded him, to 
assist in starting and working the machinery 
of the new government as harmoniously, smooth- 
ly, and economically as possible, for in this, the 
dawn of our new existence, fairness, and not 
faction, liberality and not intolerance, patriotism 
and not partisanship, should prevail.” 

In those days the House met at Ottawa in 
the edifice that was afterwards burned. Mr. 
Hagar represented Prescott for eleven years, 
and as a political opponent had Mr. Thomas 
White who was then connected with the Mont- 
rea] Gazette. In the elections at the latter end 
of the seventies he was defeated by the small 
majority of three votes. Subsequently he en- 
tered provincia) politics. In 1887 he was ap- 
pointed sheriff for the Counties of Prescott and 
Russell which position he held for thirty-five 
years until September Ist, 192u, and was then 
the oldest sheriff in the dominion. 

His political reminiscences are naturally {n- 
teresting since he was well acquainted with Sir 
John A. Macdonald «nd other notable men of 
that day. Mr. Hagar recalls that Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell and he were room mates during the ses 
sion of the first parliament. “I used to drive 
to and from Ottawa every week end in the win- 
ter and in the summer | would go by water. I 
recall hearing D'Arcy McGee, the great poet, 
historian, and orator, make his last speech on 
the very night that his assassination took place. 
The House had adjourned shortly before mid- 
night and D'Arcy McGee was shot just as he en- 
tered his own door. I also heard Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier's first speech in the House and ‘hought 
then he would make his mark.” 

“1 was there at the time of the Pacific scan- 
dals,” added Mr. Hagar. “Excitement was at 
@ great pitch.' Sir John Macdonald and Sir 
Donald Smith (afterwards Lord Strathcona) 
were having a fierce verba) battle. Sir John 
shook his fist in the latter's face and the House 
‘was in a rea) uproar.” 

In Mr. Hagar’s opinion the statesmen of the 
sixties compare advantageously with those of 
the present day. Regarding this he says: “In 
the first parliament party lines were not so 
clearly observed, the main idea being to work 
wnitedly for the success of confederation and to 
@upport the government of the day in that pur 
pose, Provably there never has been 3 superior 
group of iegisiators.” 

“The grand old man,” who looks uncommonly 
well for a man of his age, was born at Plantag- 
enet on January Ist, 1827. His parents came to 
Canada from the New England States in 1800 
and eighteen years later they moved to Plantag- 
enet which was then only a wilderness. On the 
death of his mother in “8385 he was sent to rela- 
tives at St. Johnsbury, Vt, where he received 
his education and at the Peacham Academy, 
working for his board before and after school 
hours. 

For a man of his years Mr. Hagar te ear 
prisingly active. He is an inveterate reader and 
is especially fond of good Literature and poetry. 
He has a triple explanation of his longevity and 
good health—hard work, temperate living, and 
good sound sleep. “I have never tasted a drop 
of intoxicating liquor in my life,” he gaid, 
“Smoke? Well, anyhow, 1 didn't start until be 
tween thirty and forty years of age, and it has 
never become a habit with me. ! married late 
in Mfe; that was a mistake, for one of the best 
things a man van do is to find a good wife, and 
the sooner he does it the better.”

LL the men who are sent to the:Canadian 
penitentiaries are not of the criminal 
type. One noteworthy example of this is 

the case of P. W. Archibald, who has spent a 
great dea! of the past fifteen years behind prison 
walls. In his case, however, his visit to each 
place is remarkably short, for the warden of the 
penitentiary in the adjoining province is always 
on the lookout for him,

Then on 
top of this, upright matched jack 
Pine siding was nailed in piace, 
went tight against the roof sheeting 
end hung over the cement at the 
bottom about an inch. So we had «a 
tight wall with none of the objec- 
tions of an air space where mice and 
veimin might collect, 

The roof was covered with a 2-ply 
ready roofing 
boarded up for 18 Inches w.th the 
matohed siding. Then a ledge was 
put In and the glass windows, three 
by three, being some old 
frames that we had on hand 
the top of these a cotton framo 3 ft 


by 12 inches was placed #o that they) 
could be lowered inside vertically in| 


the summer or winter when requir- 
ed. Above these, another width or 
two of siding completed the encluos- 
ure of the south side. Exit doors 
for the fowl. 12 in, by 12 in., were 
placed under the windows, A sim- 
liar window was placed on the west 
Side in the centre, and a 3 by | sash 
fitted on the north side under the 
tosts.

| We think that thie type of poultry 
house sults our needs about the best 
ofany, The points of diffe:ence rais- 
ed againat it are chiefly the cement 
floor, the loft and roosts, Other 
houses ang etyles may answer about 
as well, but in a farm where micy 
and rats are prevalent if given any 
encouragement, and if labor is to »e 
| ®eriously considered, some attention 
| must be paid ¢o such things. It is 
true that the cement floor will tend 
to dampneas and be harder on the 
bills of the fowls, than will a wood- 
en or dirt floor. These other floors 
take a considerable time to care for 
thom, and the rat difficulty wpuld 
alone decide you to adopt the eohhent 
floor, We can overcome much of 
the objections to the cement by 
placing the pen in a dry position, 
and filling under the cement with 
cinders and @ry materials as we did 
Then inside we place a wagon load 
of sand and gravel with the idea of 
changing it two or three times ua 
| year. 

Thie pen hag been chosen for the 
needa of the average farmer who lets 
his hens have an outside run, in the 

ummer, ang wants to get wintu 
laying. It we wee go.ng tn for 

Oultry raising on @ large soale it is 
ikely we would have to construct 
| breoder houses, incubators and feed 
;rooms. But I do not know that we 
would have qo change this type of 
laying house, 

Freedom from dampness and the 
matter of lighting, are the two things 
that make or mar success fur the 
poultryman. The outer walls should 
be wind proof. Double walls were 
tried with various kinds of con- 
struction, to allow a dead air space 
| between, but gradually poultrymen 
{heave modified their ideag in this 
}and now the double wall is almost 
unknown in some commun.ties,

| been @ great invention for cold eli- 
|mates. It can be cheaply made and

A SAFE AND SANE 
FIREPLACE NEEDS 


CARE IN BUILDING) 


Tt ie @ far call from the primitive 
Open fire to a modern fireplace 
There ts but a slight dilference how- 
ever, between the fireplace of to- 


day and that of the Middle Ages 
We can atill see in the huts and 
teepees of the Indians, the raised 


arth on which the primitive man 


builds him fire in the center of his 
abode, 
During the Middle Ages the! 


hearth gradually evolved from ite 
Primitive stage and was est againat 
the wall with a hood to carry the 
amoke and then two flanking walls 
were bullt which supported the 
hood; from that present form was 
evolved. 

The construction of @ fireplace 
should be careful) looked after. 
With ar open burning low fire with 
Ite awep of fiame, every precaution 


shonld be taken to eee that no 
woodwork will be In any way 4af- 
foated. The plans show a aafe and 


#ane metnod of building a fireplace 
that {s typical of all fireplaces, It 
can be made smaller without any 
trouble, using the eame ideas of 
eonstruction which will give suc- 
cessful results, The chimney should 
never be built on any floor or wood- 
work or rely on any woodwork for 
support, If there ja a basement carry 
the foundation down, making & 
good substantial footing of concrete 
or stone in cement, and making an 
ash dump and pit to carry off the 
ashes. If there is no basement or 
the footing is not below frost, bulld 
the footing on the surface only tak- 
{ng off enough to make a level foot- 
ing. If the chimney has to be corbel- 
lad be very careful to keep the cen- 
ter of gravity. 61x inchos \s as much 
aa a chimney should be corbelled, 

No floor joist chould be allowed 
te cut into any chimney. Always 
trim the joist around, If the chim- 
vey te of brick never build a 4" wall 
It endax.gera the life of all the oo- 
mipants. It ts often done and also 
there are many fires. In the case of 
a fireplace it is absolute folly to 
have less than a brick on a fiat 4 
and one on edge 2", say 6" in all. 
The sides, back and floor should be 
af fire brick well tied into the con- 
struction, and @ flue should be 9" x 
0 at lengt, The back slopes slightly 
until it is well above the arch open 
‘ng. The shelf on this stops the 
down draught of the cold air, and 
turning. it ascends with the hot air. 

The soffit or under portion of the 
front arch should be as thin as pos- 
gible for anfpty, as the emoke if thie 
fe thick will strike it and pour into 
the room. Sometimes en fron angle 
bar is put across the opening mek- 
ing a flat arch, instead of arching 
the stone or brick. Make the damoer 
a sinsple piece of sheet fron with a 
rod go ng through to the front with 
a handle, The damper to have @ 
ledge of brick on one wide to rest 
ypon when closed This fireplace 
was designed for @ 4-0" etick, but 
ean be easily altered to take @ emal- 
ler eize.
